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MEMORIAL - 
COLLECTION 
IS EXPANDING 


During the last World War’a 
Memorial Collection was started 
in the Porterville Public Library. 
This, one of the first in the San 
Joaquin Valley, has grown from 
a few books in 1944, to over nine 
hundred fine volumes. They are 
housed in seven glass-fronted cas- 
es, in the new wing of the Li- 
brary. However, these cases are 
now so crowded that two more 
have been ordered. Almost all 
the books are non-fiction, beauti- 
ful copies with fine illustrations, 
usually in keeping with the char- 
acter and interests of the individ- 
ual in whose memory the books 
were given. If, however, no par- 
ticular subject is asked for, then 
a book on California history is 
ghosen, and because of this, our 
collection of California is one of 
the finest in the valley, contain- 
ing many rare and expensive 
items. Some of them bought ten 
or twelve years ago, are now col- 
lector’s items. 

Recent additions to this collec- 
tion include: THE CONTINENT 
WE LIVE ON, by Ivan Sanderson, 
the outstanding book about this 
North American world; THE 
HIGH WORLDS OF THE MOUN- 
TAIN CLIMBER, by Robert 
Spring, a beautifully illustrated 
-book appealing to all who love 
our mountains; THE STORY OF 
AMERICA’S RELIGIONS, by Hart- 
zell Spence, a revealing destription 
of the many religions our country 
thas given welcome to. The prob- 
lem of water in our state, a vital 
question, is covered in two recent 
additions, FLOODS by William 
Glenn, and WATER, by Thomson 
King. ‘Many unusual art books, 
book on gemcraft, on interesting 
hobbies, and on far-distant places 
loved by the individual memorial- 
ized, are to be found here. An 
unusual biography of the first 
great painter of birds, a friend of 
Audubon, LOUIS AGASSIZ FUER- 
‘TES, by Mary Boynton, is a happy 
addition. 

Books on poetry are found here, 
and children are not forgotten. 
HAILSTONES AND HALIBUT 
BONES, by Mary O’Neill, is a book 
of verse exploring the spectrum, 
with lines that can be enjoyed by 
very young children, and other 
figures that liken colors to ema- 
tions, and can be appreciated only 
by older boys and girls. A fine 
book is lasting memorial.

California State Legislature 
California’s city-dwellers react 
with amazement and horror when 
forest fires strike hard at areas 
close to their homes, such as the 
recent holocausts in the Bel Air 
and Tujunga regions in the south- 
ern part of the state. But, say 
fire prevention experts, urbanites 
take much more calmly those fires 
which devastate rural areas. They 


tend to forget, it was said, tha’: 
the natural resources of such areas 


are vital to their standard of liv- 
ing — the water, the timber, the 
wildlife, the soil, the flood proe- 
tection assured by healthy vege- 
tation. 

Tougher fire prevention: laws 
and more stringent enforcement 
were recommended to the Senate 
fact finding committee on natural 
resources at its recent meeting. A 
series of witnesses, prominent 
either in fire protection work or 
in conservation, were in elose 
agreement that there is still much 
room for improvement in saving 
these valuable resources by pre- 
venting man-caused fires, rather 
than fighting them. 

Figures reported to the com- 
mittee indicated that the principal 
types of man-caused forest fires 
include those resulting from care- 
less smoking or use of combust- 
‘ibles, the arson cases. and those 
originating from illegal brush- 
burning without permit. Dried 
brushland, which runs into thou- 
sands of acres in all parts of the 
state, is commonly involved in the 
most damaging blazes. Five per- 
cent of the forest fires create eigh- 
ty percent of the damage, accord- 
ing to the records. To illustrate 
how fast a fire disaster can spread, 
one fire this year was cited which 
enguifed 19,000 acres in two hours. 

One far-reaching suggestion ad- 
vanced by a member of the group 
called for a flat prohibition of 
smoking. or even of lighting 
matches. in hazardous areas dur- 
ing critically dry periods. It was 
even proposed that the meré car- 
trying of smoking materials or 
matches in such areas be made a 
misdemeanor. One witness report- 
ed that some counties. including 
Los Angeles, now have ordinances 
just as tough as these suggestions. 
Tt was declared that state laws for 
the purpose could be easily draft- 
ed for legislative consideration. 

The fire chief of a large city 
told the committee that California 
now has some good fire prevention 
taws on the statute books. He 
maivtained. however, that there is 
need for developing more coopera- 
tion with judges in putting real 
teeth into them. ‘‘All too often a 
fellow who breaks a fire law gets 
only a $5 fine which is then sus- 
pended,” he said. 

Attractive but dangerous homes 
being built in the state’s hilly and 
ranvon aréas also came under at- 
tack. The desire for ‘‘pretty” 
homes leads to fire hazards such 
as combustible roofs, leaving brush 
which rng right up to the walls, 
and inaccessibility to motorized 
fire apparatus. These factors pro- 
duce really ugly situations when 
fire starts, it was pointed out. 
Home builders were urged to give 
more consideration to access and 
water problems. 

Arson also came in for its share 


f serious attention. One commit- 

tee member urged a stiffer search 
for, and crackdown on persons 
who start fires, especially in un- 
inhabited areas. More publicity 
for such criminals was urged ‘so 
the urban public can be better 
educated as to the dangerous and 
often fata] results of fires deliber- 
ately set. This problem is just as 
important as narcotics peddling. 
it was declared, and arsonists 
should be severely dealt with.

I hadn’t realized that here in the 
Soviet sector are most of the land- 
marks of old Berlin — the City. 
Hall, the Cathedral, the Armory, 
Unter den Linden, ete. Nor had I 
been convinced just how much the 
east does lag behind the west in 
repairing the ruins of the war. 
The buildings were dark and drab, 
and I had the feeling we were 
driving through an old cemetery; 
run-down and unkept. 

One of the first things I missed 
| was the abundance of window 
‘boxes and gardens, so typical of 
other German cities I’ve seen. 
When I arrived in Germany last 
June, I was thrilled with its beau- 
tiful flowers, adding color to every 
scene. But here they were sadly 
lacking. 

I was anxious to get a closer 
look at some of the points of in- 
terest on our tour, but we could 
not leave the bus except at the 
Garden of Remembrance, a Red 
Army Memorial. This memorial 
was designed by Russian archi- 
tects and built by German labor- 
ers working 18 months in day and 
night shifts. A birch tree, the na- 
tional tree of Russia, stood on 
each side of the entrance. 
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
